Father facing 
charges in 
baby assault 


Life-threatening 
injuries. Child in IWK 


A Halifax man appeared in 
Halifax Provincial Court on 
Wednesday while his child 
remains in hospital with life- 
threatening injuries. 

Philip Jason Bowden, 37, is 
facing charges of aggravated 
assault and failing to provide 
necessaries of life. 

The child, whose name and 
gender was not released due to 
the sensitive nature of the case, 
is still in the hospital, said Con¬ 
st. Brian Palmeter, spokesman 
for Halifax Regional Police. 

Police were called to the 
IWK Health Centre on Monday 
at approximately 6 p.m. for a 
suspected case of child abuse 
of a six-week-old baby who had 
sustained life-threatening in¬ 
juries, Palmeter said. 

As a result of the police 
investigation, the Halifax 
Regional Police and RCMP 
integrated major crime unit 
laid charges against the child’s 
father. However, the investiga¬ 
tion is still ongoing, Palmeter 
added, and additional charges 
could be laid. 

“God forbid if there’s a 
change in the child’s condi¬ 
tion, (but) there is that con-

sideration. If new or additional 
information comes to light to 
suggest additional charges are 
warranted, then we are ob¬ 
viously going to explore that 
window at the appropriate 
time,” he said. 

Bowden, who was re¬ 
manded to Dartmouth jail will 
be back in court on Friday after¬ 
noon for a show-cause hearing. 

The incident comes a little 
more than a week after Ashiqur 
Rahman of Halifax was sen¬ 
tenced to 6 V 2 years in prison 
for the 2009 death of his infant 
daughter Aurora Breakthrough.

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IT department review 


Province 
withholds 
‘Project Kayak’ 
documents 

A review into the prov¬ 
incial government’s IT 
department has been 
operating under the 
codename “Project 
Kayak.” 

The Department of 
Finance is refusing to 
release any details about 
the review, which could 
affect up to 80 unionized 
employees in the Corpor¬ 
ate Information Systems 
division. 

All spokeswoman 
Michelle Lucas would 
confirm is that a review 
is underway. 

“We’re not talking 
about any of the details 
related to the review,” 
Lucas said Wednesday. 

“(The name of the re¬ 
view) would be a detail, 
and that’s not something 
we’re confirming.” 

Metro Halifax has 
filed four separate 
freedom of information 
requests for documents 
relating to the review. 

No documents have been 
released based on a num¬ 
ber of different exemp¬ 
tions, including that 
releasing the documents 
may compromise the 
“financial or economic 
interests” of the prov¬ 
ince. 

Documents were also 
withheld because they 
included advice to the 
minister of finance, as 
well as the deliberations 
of Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter’s cabinet. 

The CIS division man¬ 
ages the province’s SAP 
system, which supports 
“financial and other busi¬ 
ness functions for the 
government,” according 
to the department. 

Before he resigned 
from cabinet, former 
finance minister Graham 
Steele called SAP a “big, 
expensive system,” but 
said the province was 
not considering moving 
away from it.

German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel is scheduled to visit 
Halifax’s Dalhousie University 
on Thursday as part of a two- 
day visit to Canada. 

Merkel, along with Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter and feder¬ 
al Minister of State for Science 
and Technology Gaiy Good¬ 
year, will meet with a number 
of the university’s scientists 
to discuss German-Canadian 
partnerships in ocean science. 

The chancellor will tour 
a “scientific exhibition” at 
the university’s Henry Hicks 


building, 
as well as 
Dalhousie’s 
Aquatron 
Laboratory, 
the largest 
aquatic re¬ 
search facil¬ 
ity in the 
country. 

Merkel 
will also be 
present for the signing of a 
memorandum of understand¬ 
ing between Dalhousie’s Hali¬ 


fax Marine Research Institute 
and Germany’s Helmholtz As¬ 
sociation. 

Halifax will be Merkel’s 
only Canadian stop outside 
of the Ottawa region. On 
Wednesday, Merkel met with 
Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er to discuss a Canada-Europe 
free trade agreement as well 
as the seemingly interminable 
European financial crisis. 

Harper has made it clear 
that he wants a trade deal 
signed by the end of the year, 


and told reporters in Toronto 
earlier this week that discus¬ 
sions are proceeding in “a 
positive way.” 

The federal government 
estimates the trade deal could 
boost the national economy 
by $12 billion annually. 

As for Canadian support 
for the struggling European 
economy, federal Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty made it 
clear Wednesday he believes 
Europe has the resources to 
handle the problem itself. 

“We have been clear for 
several years that not only 
should the European coun¬ 
tries take overwhelming, 
concerted action to take con¬ 
trol of the situation,” Flaherty 
said, “but also that the Euro¬ 
pean countries themselves 
have more than adequate re¬ 
sources to do so.”

Charged in beating death. Review into Denny’s release still pending 



A review into Andre Noel 
Denny’s release from the East 
Coast Forensic Hospital may 
not be released until mid-Sep¬ 
tember. 

Carla Grant, a spokes¬ 
woman for the Department 
of Health and Wellness, said 
the review is now expected to 
be released by the end of the 
summer. When asked for a 
more specific deadline, Grant 
said it should be released by 
mid-September. 

Denny was on a one-hour 
leave from the hospital, lo¬ 
cated in Burnside, when he 
failed to return on April 17. 


He was later found on Got¬ 
tingen Street and charged 
with the beating death of Ray¬ 
mond Taavel, a well-known 
gay rights advocate, outside 
Menz Bar. 

On the way into his first 
court appearance in April, 
Denny yelled “Public drunken 
fight... what can I say?” at col¬ 
lected reporters. 

Denny is scheduled to ap¬ 
pear in court with his lawyer, 
Don Murray, on Sept. 20. The 
case has been delayed several 
times as Toronto psychologist 
Hy Bloom completes his as¬ 
sessment of the 33-year-old. 


Psychiatric assessment 


• According to the Public 
Prosecution Service, 
Denny's psychiatric as¬ 
sessment is expected to 
be complete before his 
next court appearance 
on Sept. 20. 


The review into Denny’s re¬ 
lease was originally expected 
to be released by mid-May. 
The provincial NDP extended 
that deadline to July. 

It’s expected to include 


outside expert advice specific 
to Capital Health, the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Wellness, 
and the Department of Justice. 

John Gillis, a spokesman 
for Capital Health, said he 
expects the health authority 
to receive its review within a 
matter of days — but could 
not say how long it will take 
to compile the complete re¬ 
port. A spokeswoman for 
the Department of Justice 
directed media requests to her 
colleagues at the Department 
of Health and Wellness.

Membertou broke ground on a 
project that will link the com¬ 
munity to the province’s high¬ 
way and nearby reserve lands. 

Digging a shovel into the 
ground on Wednesday was a 
symbolic gesture, as construc¬ 
tion has already begun on the 
$ 7-million interchange to be 
built at the end of Tupsi Drive 
near Maliktuk Court. 

“The interchange will pro¬ 
vide increased opportunities 
for commercial development, 
but more importantly this 
interchange will connect our 
lands and provide access to 
these lands for new housing de¬ 
velopments,” said Membertou 
Chief Terry Paul on Wednesday. 

Membertou owns land 
south on the opposite side of 
Highway 125. As part of Paul’s 
15th consecutive term, he 


promised to build 125 homes 
over the next five years. Census 
figures show that 912 people 
lived in Membertou in 2011, up 
from 726 in 2006. 

“Mostly people (are) having 
families. A lot our people don’t 
go anywhere, but we do have 
people that do come back from 
other parts of the world,” said 
Paul. “They see that’s it’s pretty 
active and booming.” 

The federal government and 
the province will each provide 
$3 million, while Membertou’s 


contribution is $1 million. “It’s 
just a continuation of the land 
of foresight and vision we have 
seen out of Membertou for the 
last 10 to 15 years,” said Nova 
Scotia Premier Darrell Dexter. 

In 1995, Membertou was 
operating on a $4-million 
budget with a $l-million oper¬ 
ating deficit with only 37 em¬ 
ployees. According to recent 
financial statements, Member¬ 
tou has more than $27 million 
in net assets and employs up to

GPS pilot project helps 
find missing elderly man 


A pilot project helped police 
find a missing Halifax man 
within minutes last weekend. 

On Sunday at 10:58 a.m., 
Halifax police responded to 
a report of a 75-year-old man 
with Alzheimer’s disease who 
had been missing in Hemlock 
Ravine Park for about two 
hours. It took officers 10 min¬ 
utes to locate the man. 

The man is a participant in 
Project S.O.F.T. (Satellite Option 
Finding Technology) Ware that 
launched in January. Partici¬ 
pants wear a GPS device that 
looks like a large wristwatch 
and contains a cellphone built 
inside it. “It’s really nice to see 
it do what it was designed to do,

tax, the monitoring system 
costs $84 a year, and the 
cellphone plan costs $96 
annually. 


especially in a situation where 
someone’s life may be on the 
line,” said Const. Matthew Mac- 
Gillivray on Tuesday. 

MacGillivray, who oversees 
the project that currently mon¬ 
itors 10 individuals, said S.O.F.T. 
Ware is a way for those living 
on their own with Alzheimer’s 


or dementia to maintain a 
sense of independence, and to 
give caregivers peace of mind. 

“To be able to track their 
exact position is a huge asset,” 
he said. 

The device connects with 
the satellite to find its position 
and then uses the cellphone 
signal to send a message to a 
web-based tracking system. Po¬ 
lice use the tracking software 
to locate the individual within 
three to five metres. 

The project, funded by the 
Department of Seniors, is free 
for the remainder of the year 
to those 55 years of age and 
older who have Alzheimer’s or 
dementia.

Roundtable. MP targets Internet predators 


Protecting children from In¬ 
ternet predators is one of the 
greatest challenges facing so¬ 
ciety from a crime-prevention 
perspective, a Nova Scotia 
member of Parliament believes. 

“Crime is on the Internet 
and I believe the advances in 
technology right now are one 
of the biggest threats to chil¬ 
dren that we have in Canada,” 
Cumberland Colchester Mus- 
quodoboit Valley MP Scott Arm¬ 


strong said. 

Speaking to reporters fol¬ 
lowing a crime-prevention 
roundtable in Truro, Arm¬ 
strong said it is going to require 
the co-operation of all levels of 
government to deal with the 
technological-based threat. 

“It used to be that you didn’t 
have to worry about those sorts 
of things,” Armstrong said. “But 
now we’re facing children be¬ 
ing at threat from pedophiles 


from all comers of the globe.” 

The roundtable dealt with 
a variety of subjects, from the 
dangers of bath salts and the 
strain of policing costs to muni¬ 
cipalities and proposed legisla¬ 
tion to deal with cyber-bullying.

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Creditors OK plan 
to sell NewPage mill 


Plant closed since 
September. Approval 
could pave the way for 
the facility to reopen 


Another hurdle to reopen¬ 
ing the idled NewPage Port 
Hawkesbury paper mill was 
cleared Wednesday, when 
creditors overwhelming ap¬ 
proved a plan to sell the mill to 
Pacific West Commercial Corp. 

Among unsecured general 
creditors, 99.4 per cent, repre¬ 
senting 99.9 per cent of the 
value of the claims, voted in 
favour of the plan of arrange¬ 
ment. Among secured U.S. 
noteholders, 80 per cent voted 
in favour of the deal, repre¬ 


senting 88 per cent of the value 
of their claims. 

Many of the creditors voted 
by proxy ahead of the meet¬ 
ings and did not attend. The 
separate meetings for the two 
creditor classes wrapped up 
quickly. 

Creditors agreed to give up 
their claims against the com¬ 
pany in return for pennies on 
the dollar. 

The mill has been in creditor 
protection and in an indefinite 
shutdown since last September, 
throwing hundreds of people 
who relied on the region’s lar¬ 
gest employer out of work. 

The full price that Pacific 
West Commercial Corp. has 
bid for the mill is $33.5 mil¬ 
lion. Of that, $31 million will 
go to U.S. noteholders, with

Attacks fly as 
U.S. race gets 
increasingly 
acrimonious 


Election. Romney 
accuses Obama of 
running campaign driven 
by 'hatred’; Obama says 
that his rival’s hawking 
'trickle-down snake oil' 


Republican presidential chal¬ 
lenger Mitt Romney said U.S. 
President Barack Obama is run¬ 
ning a campaign driven by “div¬ 
ision and attack and hatred” 
and called on him Wednesday 
to lift the tone of political dis¬ 
course. 

In a close and increasingly 
acrimonious race, Romney 
went on national television to 
say he thinks Obama is “run¬ 
ning just to hang onto power, 
and I think he would do any¬ 
thing in his power” to remain 
in office. 

They were some of Rom¬ 
ney’s harshest words yet 
against the president. He was 


interviewed on CBS television 
from the battleground state of 
Ohio, one of fewer than 10 key 
states that will help decide the 
November election. 

Closing out a three-day bus 
journey across the Midwestern 
state of Iowa, Obama did not 
respond to the Romney attack, 
but accused his opponent in 
the Nov. 6 presidential election 
of “trying to sell this trickle- 
down snake oil before.” 

Many business-friendly Re¬ 
publicans maintain that creat¬ 
ing a better economic climate 
for top income earners and big 
corporations produces benefits 
that spread downward to lower- 
income workers. 

Obama insists that Romney 
and his newly named vice-presi¬ 
dential running mate, Rep. Paul 
Ryan, have laid out a program 
that reprises the economic poli¬ 
cies of former President George 
W. Bush: Big tax breaks for the 
wealthy and cuts to the social 
safety net for older people and

Carnage in Syria. Two 

savage bombing raids 
reportedly kill at least 
20, including a baby 


Syrian fighter jets swooped 
in low over the rebel-held 
town of Azaz Wednesday 
in two bombing runs that 
sent panicked civilians flee¬ 
ing for cover and reduced 
homes to rubble. 

The U.K.-based Syrian Ob¬ 
servatory for Human Rights 
said 23 people died in the 
double airstrilce and more 
than 200 were wounded. 

Mohammed Nour, a local 
activist reached by phone, 
put the death toll at 25. 

Reporters saw a baby 
among the dead, and doz¬ 
ens wounded, most of them 
women and children. 

One man was pulled 


bloodied but alive from 
the wreckage of destroyed 
homes. “God is great! God is 
great!” yelled his rescuers. 

Nearby, a woman sat on 
the pile of bricks that once 
was her home, cradling a 
dead baby. Two other bodies 
lay next to her. 

“I saw the plane come 
down and some missiles fall 
and then there was smoke 
all over,” said Mohammed 
Fuad, 18, who lives near the 
site of the attacks. 

“When it cleared, we 
heard screaming and saw 
rubble all over the streets.” 

The attack came on the 
same day the United Nations 
released a report accusing 
Syrian President Bashar 
Assad’s forces of war crimes 
in the killings of more than 
100 civilians — nearly half 
of them children — in the 
village of Houla in May.

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Just 2% of Canadians deny 
climate change: Survey 


Paradigm shift. Poll

Only two per cent of Can¬ 
adians who responded to a 
new opinion poll believe cli¬ 
mate change is not occurring. 

The findings are in a sur¬ 


vey conducted by Insightrix 
Research, Inc. for IPAC-C02 
Research Inc., a Regina-based 
centre that studies carbon 
capture and storage. 

The online poll of 1,550 
people was done between 
May 29 and June 11. The 
results were released on 
Wednesday. 

“Our survey indicates that 
Canadians from coast to coast 
overwhelmingly believe cli¬ 
mate change is real and is oc¬ 
curring, at least in part due to 
human activity,” said centre 
CEO Carmen Dybwad. 

Respondents were asked 



where they stood on the issue 
of climate change. 

Almost one third — 32 


per cent — said they believe 
climate change is happening 
because of human activity, 
while 54 per cent said they 
believe it’s because of human 
activity and partially due to 
natural climate variation. 
Nine per cent believe climate 
change is occurring due to 
natural climate variation. 

Two per cent said they 
don’t believe climate change 
is occurring at all.

Researchers will then re¬ 
build the 16.5-metre vessel, 
which will become the center- 
piece of the Bob Bullock Texas 


State History Museum in the 
city of Austin. 

From a historical per¬ 
spective, it’s “an icon of a 
small event that dramatically 
changed the course of Texas 
history,” said Jim Bruseth, who 
led the Texas Historical Com¬ 
mission effort to recover the 
remains. 

The supply ship was built in 


1684 and sank two years later 
in a storm on Matagorda Bay, 
about midway between Galves¬ 
ton and Corpus Christi. 

“When La Belle sank, that 
doomed La Salle’s colony and 
opened up the door for Spain 
to come in and occupy Texas,” 
Bruseth said. “People can see 
firsthand how history can turn

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Aussie court upholds 
cigarette-logo ban 


Brand design. Tobacco 
companies argue that 
the ruling violates 
intellectual property 
rights, trademarks 


Australia has urged other 
countries to adopt the world’s 
toughest law on cigarette pro¬ 
motion, which was upheld 
Wednesday by the country’s 
highest court and prohibits 
tobacco companies from dis¬ 
playing their logos on cigarette 
packs. 

The High Court rejected a 
challenge by tobacco compan¬ 
ies who argued the value of 
their trademarks will be de¬ 
stroyed if they are no longer 
able to display their distinct¬ 
ive colours, brand designs and 
logos on cigarette packs. 

Starting in December, packs 
will instead come in a uniform¬ 
ly drab shade of olive and fea¬ 
ture graphic health warnings 
and images of cancer-riddled 
mouths, blinded eyeballs and 
sickly children. The govern¬ 
ment hopes the new packs will 
make smoking as unglamor- 
ous as possible. 



“Governments can take on 
big tobacco and win and it’s 
worth countries looking again 
at what the next appropriate 
step is for them,” Attorney 
General Nicola Roxon told re¬ 
porters after the court ruling. 

British American Tobacco, 
Philip Morris International, 
Imperial Tobacco and Japan 
Tobacco International are 
worried that the law will set 
a global precedent that could 
slash billions of dollars from 


the values of their brands. 

They challenged the new 
rules on the grounds that they 
violate intellectual property 
rights and devalue their trade¬ 
marks. 

The cigarette makers argued 
that the government would un¬ 
fairly benefit from the law by 
using cigarette packs as a plat¬ 
form to promote its own mes¬ 
sage, without compensating 
the tobacco companies. 

The court, which ordered 
the tobacco companies to 
pay the government’s legal 
fees, withheld its reasons for 
the judgment on Wednesday. 
They’ll be released later this 
year. 

British American Tobacco 
spokesman Scott McIntyre said 
the company was disappointed 
in the court’s decision but 
would comply with the law. 

“Although the (law) passed 
the constitutional test, it’s still 
a bad law that will only benefit 
organized crime groups which 
sell illegal tobacco on our 
streets. ... The illegal cigarette 
black market will grow further 
when all packs look the same 
and are easier to copy,” McIn¬ 
tyre said in a statement.

Bumbo Baby 
Seats recalled 
in Canada 


More than 4.6 million Bumbo 
Baby Seats are being recalled 
in North America, includ¬ 
ing about 342,000 in Canada, 
after reports of infant skull 
fractures. 

Health Canada says babies 
can arch their backs and flip 
or manoeuvre out of the Bum¬ 
bo floor seat, posing a risk of 
serious injuries or fall. 

About one million of the 
moulded foam seats were 
recalled in October 2007 for 
additional warning labels 
against placing the Bumbo 
seats on raised surfaces, such 
as tables or kitchen counters. 

Health Canada says since 
that recall it has received five 
reports of incidents related to 
the seats, three of them re¬ 
sulting in minor injury. 

Canadian consumers are 
asked to stop using the seats 
and contact Bumbo for a free 
repair kit that includes a re¬ 
straint belt and instructions 
on how to safely use the seat.

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Women virtually 
untapped in beer 
market: BMO report 


Brewing competition. 

They're looking for low- 
cal, light beer: Expert 


It’s been mostly a man’s 
world when it comes to 
beer. 

Women are a big, un¬ 
tapped market for North 
American beer brewers as 
they face more competition 
from wine and spirits and 
specialty craft brewers, says 
a Bank of Montreal report. 

“At this juncture, 80 per 
cent of beer sales are sold to 
guys,” said David Rinneard, 
national manager of agricul¬ 
ture at BMO. 

What women want is 
low-calorie, lighter-fla¬ 
voured beer and beer-based 
beverages, he said Wednes¬ 
day from Toronto. 

Brewers will appeal to fe¬ 
male sensibilities with these 
niche products along with 
commercials and marketing 
targeted at women, he said. 


On the wagon 


Per-capita consumption of 
beer remains flat in Canada 
and has fallen in the United 
States, the bank’s study said. 


• One of the challenges 
ahead for the North 
American brewing 
industry is the scorching 
temperatures this sum¬ 
mer that could push up 
prices. 


• Prices for barley, wheat 
and, to a lesser extent, 
hops have been going 
up. 


“They’re making a dili¬ 
gent effort and attempt to 
go after that new market.” 

Calories also are “un¬ 
questionably” a factor in 
getting women to drink 
more beer, Rinneard said, 
adding men can also be cal¬ 
orie conscious. 


Traditionally, women 
weren’t pursued by brew¬ 
ers because they didn’t need 
the market with the “pros¬ 
perous” and defined mar¬ 
ket of male beer drinkers, 
Rinneard said. 

Beer for women is start¬ 
ing to make some inroads. 
“Chick Beer” is an American 
craft-brewed beer specific¬ 
ally aimed at women and 
boasts just 97 calories, 3.5 
carbs per bottle and 4.2 per 
cent alcohol. 

For the calorie conscious, 
there’s Molson Ultra with 
2.5 grams of carbohydrates, 
97 calories and 4.5 per cent 
alcohol. 

As wine and spirits af¬ 
fect beer consumption and 
the population ages, brew¬ 
ers have to look for other 
growth opportunities, 
Rinneard said. 

“In essence, they’re 
competing for a defined or 
limited amount of stomach 
space, if you can call it that.”

A couple of enlightening new 
surveys released this month 
show that many Canadians are 
oblivious, dog-like fools. None 
of the articles written about the 
studies started that way, mind 
you, but I think the news was buried. 

What the stories did say was that many Canadians — 
myself included — manage their money with ah the success 
of Research in Motion. Roughly half of us have no emergency 
savings, and a good chunk of young people plan to retire 
early but haven’t actually started saving, you know, money. 

Some of the reasons youth gave for not saving are a little 
baffling, as if I just made them up or something: 

• 40 per cent plan to cash out their World of Warcraft 
gold, ignoring the fact that Mario coins have barely 
appreciated in value. 

• 33 per cent have “liked” Retirement Savings on Face- 
book multiple times and don’t know what more they 
could possibly do. 

• Five per cent have access to the Fox News channel, 
and thus assumed socialist welfare state would cover 

costs. 

Frankly, a survey saying 
we’re bad with our money 
isn’t that shocking. What’s 
shocking is a group of people 
so out of touch that they 
believe they’re going to retire 
early despite having no money. 

It’d be one thing for a 
survey to show that, say, 
Canadians are overweight and 
unhealthy. But if the same 
survey showed that obese, 
chain-smoking Canadians had 
plans to compete at Rio, we 
might start questioning our 
mental-health system too. 


Freedom fuddled 


Frankly, a survey 
saying we’re bad with 
our money isn’t that 
shocking. What’s 
shocking is a group of 
people so out of touch 
that they believe they're 
going to retire early 
despite having no 
money.

call a few weeks in advance to 
cancel because there are just 
not enough paying customers.” 

Perpetually on an upward 
scramble, Petrie not only has 
the global debt crisis to contend 
with but also harsh stereotypes 
that have attached themselves 
to dinner theatre. 

We’ve all been there. Know¬ 


ing we’re sitting a little too 
close and for a split second 
we think it’s safe to make eye 
contact with the actors and — 
BOOM — you’re on a chair, in 
full costume, waiting with a 
sparkler. Traditional theatre 
it is not. However, as Petrie 
points out, it is indeed scripted, 
rehearsed, and professionally 


casted. 

“We are caught between 
the cracks of two types of 
audiences — the classical 
theatre goer and those who 
don’t have the budget to 
spend,” he said. 

Financially, Petrie con¬ 
fides that he is not alone in 
suffering through these last 


two years. Restaurants and 
small shops around Halifax 
thinly veil their financial 
panic from peak season to 
peak season. With the the¬ 
atre’s peak season slowly 
vanishing from the calendar, 
Petrie can’t help but hope, 
hold on, and wonder — when 
will the ships start here?

Action stars lamenting 
stuntman’s on-set death 


Expendables 2. As 
a lawsuit looms, the 
flick's biggest stars talk 
about the risks their 
stunt doubles take 


The veteran action stars 
of The Expendables 2 say 
a stuntman’s on-set death 
served as a reminder of the 
danger behind building big- 
screen thrills. 

Sylvester Stallone, Bruce 
Willis and Arnold Schwarz¬ 
enegger star in the film, 
which plays as a throwback 
to their 1980s heyday. 

The actors emerge un¬ 
scathed from massive, bloody 
shootouts to crack wry 
one-liners, including some 
recycled from their own dec¬ 
ades-old blockbusters. 

The film was also dis¬ 
tinctively old-school in its 
approach to action, using 
minimal computer effects in

favour of stunt work and real 
explosions. 

Stuntman Kun Liu, 26, 
was killed during one such 
sequence while filming at a 
dam last year in Bulgaria. 

Mixed martial arts fighter- 
turned-actor Randy Couture 
said the death during the 
second-unit shoot “changed 
the mood on the movie for a 
couple weeks, for sure.” 

Stallone, who also co¬ 
wrote the script, told repor¬ 
ters this week in London that 
there had been deaths during 
two of his previous films and 
“it’s never easy.” 

Co-star Dolph Lundgren 


said in an interview that his 
stunt double was seriously 
hurt in the same explosion, 
which he called a “major ac¬ 
cident.” 

“I could see like post-trau¬ 
matic stress for a month after. 
Because he was very close to 
dying,” Lundgren said of his 
double, who was hit in the 
eye by a piece of iron. “It 
made us all realize that yeah, 
it is a dangerous business. You 
have to watch your steps.” 

Couture and actor Terry 
Crews said there was no 
thought of closing down the 
film after the death. 

“Stuntmen take these 


wonderful risks every day, 
like police officers, like fire¬ 
men. It would be a shame to 
not finish,” Crews said. “And 
we kind of galvanized around 
that. That was a big moment 
for all of us, where we were 
like, ‘Let’s go.’” 

At the end of the credits, 
the film is dedicated to Kun 
Liu’s memory. 

But the stuntman’s par¬ 
ents have sued Millennium 
Films and the movie’s stunt 
co-ordinator, Chad Stahelslci, 
claiming they were reckless 
in the preparations, training 
and execution of the stunt. 

“That is a nice and 
thoughtful gesture to the 
decedent and his family, but 
certainly it does not absolve 
the responsible parties of his 
death,” said Bill Karns, an at¬ 
torney representing Zong Yu 
Liu and Yan Mei Bai. 

Stahelslci and Elizabeth 
Wolfe, a spokeswoman for 
Millennium Films, have de¬ 
clined comment on the case.

Rapper 2 Chainz looks to build on revived career with solo debut and top-level collaborations 


Rapper 2 Chainz took 
some major risks two years 
ago when he bolted from 
Ludacris’ Disturbing tha 
Peace record label, changed 
his stage name and left a 
group to pursue a solo career. 

The Atlanta-based rapper, 
initially known as Tity Boi, 
scored big as a member of 
the rap duo Playaz Circle 
with the Lil Wayne-assisted 
2007 hit Duffle Bag Boy But 
the group’s debut album 
barely sold 100,000 units, 
and their follow-up, 2009’s 
Flight 360: The Takeoff, 
debuted at No. 74 and didn’t 
launch any hits. 

“I figured if I was going 
to do bad, I’d rather be bad 
all by myself,” 2 Chainz said 
in a recent interview. “Even 
when I had a deal, I was 
paying out of pocket... I was 
already funding videos, doing 
my mixtapes. You rarely get 
money out of labels, except 
for when they open up a 
budget for a project. Other 
than that, it’s a do-or-die type 


thing. So, for me, I just had 
to do or die.” 

Taking the risk to go solo 
is finally paying off. 

A pair of successful 
mixtapes helped 2 Chainz 
consistently book concert 
shows and land guest appear¬ 
ances on hit songs, includ¬ 
ing Kanye West’s No. 1 rap 
smash Mercy and the Niclci 
Minaj single Beez in the Trap. 
He also joined Minaj on her 
U.S. summer tour. 

Now the rapper is hoping 
to capture audiences on his 
own with his solo debut, 
Based on a T.R.U. Story, 
released this week. The first 
single, No Lie, features Drake 
and is currently No. 1 on Bill¬ 
board’s R&B/Hip-Hop songs 
chart. The album features 
top acts like West, Minaj, 

Lil Wayne, John Legend, 
Scarface and The-Dream. 

You had a sliver of lime¬ 
light in 2007* you fell into 
obscurity and now you’re 
rising — a rare sequence 


for a rapper’s career. What 
do you attribute to your 
revived image? 

I just worked harder than 
anyone else. There was no 
formula. I can’t tell you a 
particular story or a contract 
I signed. My mind-set of just 
grinding it out, a lot of sleep¬ 
less nights, thinking and 
praying a lot. The number of 
cities I was able to play in. 
The timing. Those combina¬ 
tions have helped get me to 
where I’m at today. 

You had a lot control as an 
independent rapper. Now, 
you’re signed to Def Jam Re¬ 
cords. Why make the move 
when you were achieving so 
much independently? 

When I left DTP, I wanted 
to do things on my own. I 
wanted people to respect my 
mind. I wanted people to re¬ 
spect some of my ideas. The 
independent route was the 
best move for me. But I think 
I’ve maximized everything 
I could do independently. 


I’ve done eveiything out 
the mixtape market. I think 
getting the big machine 
behind you is the next stage 
when you’ve maximized the 
independent level. 

How did you end up 
collaborating with A-List 
acts like Kanye West, Drake 
and Nicki Minaj? 

I had already been com¬ 
municating with them. I’ve 
known Drake for five years. 
Me and Drake were on tour 
with Lil Wayne when Drake 
was fresh off the TV show 
(Degrassi: The Next Genera¬ 
tion). A lot of people don’t 
know that. I’ve known Lil 
Wayne for a decade. I’ve had 
respect with them and in the 
hip-hop community. I just 
had to figure out a way to 
connect the dots with them 
and the fans. 

With the community, I 
was cool. I was networking, 
hooked up with DJs. I was 
just being a people’s person.

Getting the bedding 


What kind of sheets should I 
buy for my master bed, how 
many do I need and how 
often do I need to change 
them?

Dear Diane B, 

First, when you go shop¬ 
ping I don’t want you to 
worry or stress about thread 
count. 

Feel the sheets and re¬ 
member the fabric has 
“sizing” (a combination of 
light glue and starch on 
them, making them stiff 
and look good in the retail 
store), so you really need to 
buy one sheet, wash it and 


sleep with it. I like sheets 
with “percale” in the sum¬ 
mer. This is a closely woven 
smooth finish cotton. In the 
winter I love flannel sheets, 
and the best part of flannel 
for me is that they are warm 
on cold nights and don’t 
need to be ironed! 

I personally don’t rec¬ 
ommend anything with 
polyester simply because 
they don’t breath, so you 
are more likely to sweat in 
them and be uncomfort¬ 
able. 

Once you find a brand of 
sheets you like, you should 
have a minimum of two 
sets, and if budget allows, a 
third set. 

This way you have one 
set that is dirty, one on the 
bed and an emergency back 
up for spills, dogs, kids, life, 


etc. And finally in a perfect 
world bed sheets should be 
changed weekly. 

Remember the human 
body sweats a litre of liquid 
per night and the exfoliation 
of dead skin about every 21 
days all accumulate in your 
bed, and bacteria/mites love 
to feed on this. 

Even if you don’t have 
time to iron your sheets, 
change them often. 

You will sleep better and 
feel better in clean fresh 
cotton sheets. 

And the colour? I person¬ 
ally only buy white sheets 
but colour, pattern and style 
is truly a personal choice. 

Pick your style and buy 
everything within that 
same style so it gives you 
lots of mix-and-match op¬ 
tions. Sleep tight!

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NHL and players’ union still 
worlds apart, says Bettman 



CBA. ‘Number of 
issues’ still unresolved 
with time running out 


With one month to go be¬ 
fore the NHL’s collective 
bargaining agreement ex¬ 
pires, the league and play¬ 
ers seem no closer to a deal 
than when talks began in 
June. 

In fact, the divide may 
have grown even further. 

After waiting several 
weeks to receive a proposal 
from the NHL Players’ As¬ 
sociation, it took commis¬ 
sioner Gary Bettman less 
than 24 hours to conclude 
that the union’s initial of¬ 
fering held little appeal for 
the owners. 

“There’s still a wide gap 
between us with not much 
time to go,” Bettman said 
Wednesday in Toronto. 

“I do think it’s fair to say 
that the sides are still apart 
— far apart — and have dif¬ 
ferent views of the world 
and the issues,” he added. 

The comments weren’t 
encouraging for those 
hoping to see the league 
avoid its second lockout

in as many negotiations, 
and the third on Bettman’s 
watch. The current CBA ex¬ 
pires Sept. 15 and Bettman 
has already made it clear 
that the league will enact a 
work stoppage if a new deal 
isn’t in place by then. 

On Tuesday, the union 
put forth a proposal that in¬ 
cluded a smaller percentage 
of revenues for players over 
the next three seasons in 
exchange for an expanded 
revenue-sharing program to 
help struggling teams. The 
NHLPA estimated that play¬ 
ers would be giving up $465 
million US in salaries if the 
league continued on its 
pace of growth each season. 

However, that math 
didn’t add up for the league. 

“I think it’s fair to say 
that we value the proposal 
and what it means in terms 
of its economics differently 
than the players’ associa¬ 
tion does,” said Bettman. “I 
think there still are a num¬ 
ber of issues where we’re 
looking at the world differ¬ 
ently. 

“I’m not sure that there 
has yet been a recogni¬ 
tion of the economics in 
our world — and I mean 
the greater world and the 
sports industry, taking into 
account what recently hap¬ 
pened with the NFL and the 
NBA.” 

Both of those leagues 
went through recent lock¬ 
outs before ultimately see¬ 
ing the players’ share in 
revenue reduced. The NHL’s 
initial proposal called for a 
significant reduction from 
57 per cent to 43 per cent,

The strong words Wednes¬ 
day left many feeling like 
another lockout is ahead. 

Donald Fehr, the 
NHLPA’s executive direc¬ 
tor, was disappointed the 
owners weren’t more 
receptive to what he viewed 
as significant concessions in 
the NHLPA’s offer. 

“There’s a pretty 
substantial monetaiy gulf 
which is there and when 
you start with the proposal 
the owners made, how 
could it be otherwise?” said 
Fehr. “I mean, consider 
what the proposal was: It is 
‘Let’s move salaries back to 
where they were before the 
(2004-05) lockout started, 
back to the last time.’ 

“‘We had a 24 per cent 
reduction last time, let’s 
have another one.’ That was 
the proposal. That’s what 
creates the gulf.”

Cabrera suspended 50 games 
for positive testosterone test 


MLB. Giants outfielder 
leads National League 
in hitting and was 
all-star-game MVP 


Melky Cabrera was suspended 
50 games Wednesday follow¬ 
ing a positive test for testos¬ 
terone, putting an abrupt end 
to what had been an MVP-cali- 
bre regular season and throw¬ 
ing the San Francisco Giants’ 
playoff hopes into doubt. 

Cabrera leads the National 
League in hitting. His penalty 
was the first for a high-profile 
player since last year’s NL 
MVP, Ryan Braun, had his 
suspension overturned by 
an arbitrator last winter. The 
Braun case led to revisions in 
the drug agreement between 
owners and the players’ as¬ 
sociation to better define 
procedures for handling the 
urine samples. 

“My positive test was the 
result of my use of a sub¬ 
stance I should not have 
used,” Cabrera said in a state¬ 
ment released by the union. “I 
accept my suspension under 
the Joint Drug Program and I 
will try to move on with my 
life. I am deeply sorry for my 
mistake and I apologize to my 
teammates, to the San Fran¬ 
cisco Giants organization and 
to the fans for letting them 
down.” 

Cabrera is batting .346 
with 11 home runs and 60 
RBIs in his first season with 
San Francisco and is five hits 
shy of 1,000 in his big league 
career. Flashing bright orange 
spikes, he singled and hit a 
two-run homer last month in 
the National League’s 8-0 win 
in the all-star game, earning 
MVP honours for the game 
and securing home-field ad¬ 
vantage for the World Series. 

Cabrera could still win the

NL batting title. He has 501 
plate appearances, one less 
than the minimum required 
to win a batting champion¬ 
ship for a player on a team 
playing 162 games. However, 
under 10.22(a) of the Official 


Baseball Rules, he would win 
the batting title if an extra 
hitless at-bat is added to his 
average and it remains higher 
than that of any other qualify¬ 
ing player. 

He will miss the final 45 


games of the regular season 
and serve the remainder of 
the suspension at the start 
of next season or during the 
post-season, depending on 
whether the Giants make the 
playoffs and how far they ad¬ 
vance. 

Cabrera became the 
second Giants player to re¬ 
ceive a drug suspension this 
season. Reliever Guillermo 
Mota was penalized for 100 
games in May.

MLB Hernandez finds 
perfection against Rays 


King Felix now has a crowning 
achievement. 

Felix Hernandez pitched 
the Seattle Mariners’ first 
perfect game and the 23rd in 
baseball history, overpowering 
the Tampa Bay Rays in a bril¬ 
liant 1-0 victoiy Wednesday. 

The 2010 AL Cy Young 
Award winner has long talked 
of his desire to achieve pitch¬ 
ing perfection. He finally ac¬ 
complished it against the Rays, 
striking out the side twice and 
finishing with 12 strikeouts. 

It was the third perfect 
game in baseball this sea¬ 
son — a first — joining gems 
by Chicago’s Philip Humber 
against the Mariners in April 
and San Francisco’s Matt Cain 
versus Houston in June. More 
than half of all perfectos — 
12 — have come in the last 25 
seasons. 

This also was the sixth no¬ 
hitter in the majors this sea¬ 
son, three of them at Safeco 
Field. Humber threw his gem 
in Seattle, then six Mariners 
pitchers combined to hold the 
Los Angeles Dodgers hitless at 
the park on June 8. 

For the Rays, it was an all- 
too-familiar feeling. This was 
the third time in four sea¬ 
sons they had a perfect game 
pitched against them, follow-
